Cliudc was intended seems not to bo tile case, ofc. Claude sec-min to be the xiortliv.ard extension 
of Rampart. 

If one iguoi’Ss what can. oo be fixed with ce tainty and one other, the Greenwood 
^emetery notation, then all the aduresses fall into wliat in a straight city would be a 
straight-line relationship# lou are aware of thu sinuous nature of the Mississippi at tiiis 
point# new Orleans is folded into the left-hand side, looking at a map, or is conformeu to it# 

Please lot me know if i didn't give im a copy of my 11/21, Jfaduresses in Russell 
Thompson 1 s notes", and I'll bring the original in and makd a copy# I ran out of paper and may 
not have.

If one regards bt« Claries Ave as a straight street, then those aduressos lie on 
both sides of it. and close to it. bt. diaries becomes Al oyal in the quarter.

If one continues dov/ntown, or twoard 
Canal from Joseph, because, of the layout of the streets, whore diostnut ends, felicity, is 
but three short blocks from bt.

x have narked up my map to illustrate tlimse tilings to you. l/hat I am suggesting is 

that these places, if real, are easy for an inupt stranger to find if lie begins at Chartres 

and Urusuline, where the Provincial “otel is. a loft turn onto brusulino and a left turn at 
the first street, il oyal, leads directly into St. Charles, wliicli begins tiiat identity at 
Canal (and exactly coincides with the location of a bar on Canal in wliich i^ay told me ho had 
a meeting-it is not possible to identify the bar from his description and I doubt it would 

do any good after this lapse of time anyway). At. bt. Joseph, this is but one block away from 

the river to Carondelet (which runs downtwon where it is one-way). 

felicity is the fourth street toward Canal from Jackson avo., if you remember it. 

The Pontchartrain Hotel is slightly toward Canal from Jackson. a£ tills point, *olymnia and 
Prytania is one block toward the river from St. Charles, and 1608 Carondelet is one block in 
the opposite direction. 

If by Carrel is meant Carrol, theire being no Carrel, then this is but a block away 
from the* river between Poydras and Perdido , the fie ft shor street away from Carondelet. 

Caronolet and Prytania arc on either side of St. Charles. 

Assuroingoars to be ideal meeting places, if there is a single exepetion to the proximity 
of a bar to any of these addresses, it is the 1808 Carondelet adaress, ana l do not recall if 
there is a oar at either comer in tiiat short block. I have suggested other significance to 
tiiis adores, in the cited memo. 

Let mo try and orient you with bt. Charles and these otliei' addresses. When you know 
matt, lie lived near bt. Cliarles, away from the river side. The main cross street sex is Broadway. 
il c was one street uptown from it (please remember tiiat compared v.i h the norm, in n.O. up and 
downtown are reversed, find "downtown" is generally south). This is the University sc ction. 
Toward °anal on tiic River side is Audubon Park, opposite it the universities, w. ich run uptown 
fro;., Broadway. The pary begins two short blocks dovmtown, or contcr-city side of Broadway. 
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Perhaps you will also recall that at approximately right-angles to .it. Charles, 
periodically there are major cross streets. Broadway is one such, i’hu next, going toward Canal, 
is Jefferson, followed by riapoleon, Louisiana and Jackson. Well, Chestnut and Joseph two 
blocks on the Audubon Park and Broadway side of Jefferson, .aid at tide point there is something 
true of chestnut tint is not true anywhere elso in it entire lengths there is an offset at 
Joseph, a slight jog, as the pictures will show, toward it.
